AUSES ARREST 
OF O'DONNELL. 


BONFILS HITS BACK AFTER 
FIGHT AT COURTHOUSE. 


Editor of Denver Newspaper and 
Democratic Politician Come to 
Blows as a Result of the Bitter 
Campaign Involving the Capital's 
Water Supply. | 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

DENVER (Colo.) Feb. &—The bit- 
ter campaign which will end Febru- 
ary 17 at a special election, when the 
voters will pass on two propositions 
involving Denver's water supply, 
passed today from the stage of heat- 
ed discussion to that of personal en- 
counter. The clash occurred between 
Thomas J.- O'Donnell, prominent 


Democrat of Colorado, and F. G. Bon- 
fils, part owner of the Denver Post, 
as the two men ‘entered the County 
Courthouse to attend a hearing in the 
suit in which Bonfils, as a_i stock- 
holder, sought to have the Denver 
Union Water Company enjoined from 
using money for “political purposes.” 
Several blows were struck before 
friends and spectators could separate 
the combatants. A few hours later 
O'Donnell was arrested on a. capias 
issued in the criminal division of the 
District Court, where direct informa- 
tion was filed charging him with as- 
sult with intent to kill. Bond was 
furnished in the sum of $2500. 
That the personal clash was pre-. 
ceded by a heated exchange of words 
is about the only point on which the 
statements of principals and witnesses 


agree. 

As to who struck the first blow 
statements vary widely, both princi- 
pals expressing the belief they were 
acting in self-defense, and that the 
other was the aggressor. When final- 
ly separated O'Donnell had a gash 
on his cheek, the result of a blow 
struck by Bonfils, he says, while 
O’Donnell held a loaded, but undis- 
charged revolver, which ‘was taken 
from him and handed to his son. 

That O'Donnell had not drawn a 
revolver at the time he was first 
struck by Bonfils, was the impression 
gained by Norton Montgomery, As- 
sistant Attorney-General of Colorado, 
who followed the men into the Court- 
house and assisted in separating 
them. Bonfils declares that he struck 
when he saw “O'Donnell pulling a 
revolver,” while O'Donnell! states that 
when struck by Bonfils he drew the 
revolver “to protect himself.”

Bon- 
fils has made a vigorous campaign in

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—A plan to 
open up the coal lands of Alaska 
through a leasing system was pro- 
posed in a bill introdueed today in 
the House by Representative Ferris of 
Oklahoma as a part of the administra- 
tion programmé for the development 
of the resources of the Territory. 

The measure would allow the Sec- 
retary of the Interior-to lease for pri- 
vate development the government 
coal lands in Alaska, In blocks of 
forty acres, or multiples thereof up to 
2660 acres. No single developer 
would be allowed to take up more 
than 2650 acres, and no claims aggre- 
gating more than that amount could 
be combined under penalty of for- 
feiture. Stringent provisions against 
possible combination for control of 
the lands would impose a jail sen- 
tence of three Years and a $1000 fine

According to the 
old method of our grandmothers it 
required about twelve or fourteen 
hcurs to make light bread, counting 
from the time the yeast was set un- 
til the brewn loaf came from the 


vote so much time to bread-making 
and they have fallen into the habit 
‘of buying the light bread from the 
baker. 

“With my method the bread can 
be made in three hours. It only re- 
quires thirty to forty-five minutes to 
bake bread. The delay came in wait- 
ing for the yeast to rise. 

“T hasten the rise of the bread by 
the simple expedient of using more 
yeast. The old way was to use lit- 
tle yeast and then give it time to 
ferment. 

“The ‘three-hour-bread’ is much 
more wholesome than the other kind. 
The ghitens in the flour die in the 
long process of fermentation and thus 
the bread loses much of its nutrition. 
I believe that one slice of the new 
process bread has ¢ much strength 
as half a loaf of The other kind.” 

A woman who heard the lecture

amount of yeast. The reply was: 

“It requires about 2 more cents’ 
worth of yeast to make four loaves 
of bread according to the new way, 
but if time and gain tn the strength 
of the bread count for anything, then 
the £ cents are well spent.

Nance O’Neil Makes a Hit 
at the Orpheum. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK 
A lovely and a natural woman in 
an unlévely and an entirely artificial 
Play is the position tn which the pub-| 


lic finds Margaret Illington at the 
Majestic this week. 
“Within the Law” {s Purely a stage 
product, . having nothing to do with 
tife, and unfair to both the extremes 
of society which it misrepresents. 
My protest is not so much its cari- 
cature of business as its unfairness 
to shoplifters. I doubt if Hamlet ever 
@Gid such a day’s work in his life as 
that which fails to Inspector Burke, 
but it is good to feel that the tender 
author of this harsh play has never 
beén made to suffer from the ace 
guaintance of police officers, crooks, 
lawyers and the owners of department | 
rtores. In fact, there is nothing in 
the play to suggest that he knows 
enything or anybody excepting Hol- 
brook Blinn, who first re’ earsed and 
produced the play. 


MANY THRILLS. 


Blinn ts after thrills, and “Within 
the Law” contains them in abun-. 
dance, or would do so if tt were not 
vo funny. Its humor is in good faith. 
it has many bright lines. Some are 
so bright that one forgets the arti- 
ficlally-colored and flavored plot 
guaranteed to be the yellowest on the 
boards this season under the pure 
food and drug act. It bubbles over 
with class hatred and bad, examples 
tu youth. “Both sides are too bitter. 
Emphasis is one thing, exaggera- 
lion another, and this is pure exag- 
reration. If crooks were really so 
beautiful or so clever, if everything 
about business was so bad and law 
elways unjust, the different members 
of society might very well be at one 
another's throats, 

One thing about the play is aston- 
ishingly real. Tt is the jall scene. 
One has to wait, however, for the 
fourth act to get in touch with na- 
ture here and I doubt ff this is the 
one touch of nature that makes the 
world akin. Not enough of the audi- 
ence have had prison experierces te 
bring them under proper apprecia- 
tion, 

POPULAR. 

Of course, the story of the play is 
well known by this time, as the thing 
has a rage in New York and 
ir likely to be @ success everywhere 
while it lasta People have a habit 
of committing dramatic bad taste in 
large -numbers without afterwards 
confessing it to anybody but them- 
selves. We all have a mellow spot 
for the melodrama and now and then 
we find a play so unnatural that it 
pleases, or so full of humor that we 
do not realize it is the humor for 
which we are falling and not the plot. 

In this case a shop girl gets three 
years for something she did not do. 
She returns determining to get even 
[with the employer who sent her up 
end she does this by marrying his 
son. She also becomes a crook of 
cleverness, alWays remaining just 
within the law. : 

The chances are that this play, with 
its plea for better wages and its gen- 
eral atmosphere and conditions, would 
have been nearer the truth ten years 
ago than it is today. <A great deal 
happens in the world in ten years, and 
much has transpired in this direction’ 
in the past decade. 

Miscarriages of justice sometimes 
happen, rich women thieves are often 
treate@ as kleptomaniacs and once 
in ewhile a shop girl is punished for 
stealing. All of these are exceptions. 
Especially is it rare that a girl ever 
goes to the penitentiary from one of 
the stores. I think I am perfectly 
eafé in saying that it never has oc- 
curréd in Los Angeles, and I doubt 
if there is such a case on record in 
California. Neither do the general 
werking conditions prevail in many 
pemeres as they are described in this 
play. 
GREAT ACTING, 

As for the actng, it Is superb, and 
the play has lIots of bi¢ lines and 
big scenes to give this beautiful 
woman and her clever 
abundant opportunity. 

The cast contains two old favorites 
of Angeles in Frank E. Camp, 
whe has the part of Joe Carson, and 
Heward Gould. who takes the part 
of Edward Gilder. Both men do 
work of the rarést finish and atmos- 
phere. Indeed, Gould greatly softens 
the part of the merehant with the 
large understanding he brings to It, 
and Camp is a revelation in the mo- 
tives and actions of the criminal on 
the stage or off it. A man who had 
committed a murder under the cir 
cumstances in which Joe Garson has 
killed thie stool pigeon would do just 
what Camp does. 

Joseph Slaytor has one fine bit of 
business as Inspector Burke, where 
he finally worms the confession from 
Carzen tn the last act. The cast has 
two clever women, who share hon- 
ors with Mise Tilington. Sonia Jas- 
per os Helen Moris gives an imopres- 
ston of fine emotional possibilities 
and e daintier engenue than Hilda 
Kennan as Agnes Lynch would be 
dificult to procure. T believe the 
lines in which she deceives the in- 
spector. or vather. the situation fs 
acmewhat paratieled by the beggar in 
“The Man Inside.” 

To sum it up In a word. the play 
auffers from emotional hysteria and 
fevial. exasperations. but ft hags- so 
whieh hummer and ts acted so well 
that it is rathér worth while. Nobody 
ean take a cluster of footlights. a 
dash of sociological Intention and a 
hit of good scenery and hope that 
the resnit will be an analysis of so- 
ciety’s Mis.
